(Currently Amended) A method for producing a composite material (1) according to 
cla i ms 1 to 14, charactor i zod i n that wherein the first opaque layer (2) is produced, preferably by 
means of extrusion, that wherein the marking sections (4), which are adapted to be read making use 
of X rays, are then applied, and that wherein , subsequently, at least one second opaque layer {3) is 
applied on top of said marking sections (4), preferably by means of extrusion. 

16. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 15, character i z e d i n that wherein 
an adhesion promoter is applied between said first (2) and said second layer (3). 

17. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 15 or 16, charact e riz e d in that x 
wherein the marking sections f4) are applied by printing onto the layer (2). 

18. (Currently Amended) A method according to a t le ast on e of th e cla i ms 1 5 to 17, 
ch a ract e r i zed in that claim 15. wherein the marking sections £4) extend in the longitudinal direction.
